Hobo Nickels 

In the 1930's the great depression had an unemployment rate of 14 to 25 percent. During this time some 
of the homeless or unemployed would spend their time modifying and sculpting buffalo nickels using 
whatever tools they could find. Often the modifications were only made to the obverse of the coin, 
modifying the look of the Native American to look more like a hobo or an everyday working class 
businessman. Other changes included: various hats, bow ties, cigars, pipes, different types of beards or 
facial hair. Some of my favorite designs make the nickel look like Albert Einstein or Abraham Lincoln. 


A set of two Hobo Nickels from the 30's recently went for over $500 at Heritage Auctions. However, most 
start at $100 and average to about $200.

Modern Sculpted Coins 

Recent artists do not limit themselves to buffalo nickels, but modify all types of coins. Some utilize 
Morgan and Peace dollars to make skulls. However Russian artist Roman Booteen has taken it to another 
level. He has incorporated mechanical movement into a modified silver dollar. When the knight's sword is 
removed from its scabbard and placed in a slot in the top, then it slides a window open to reveal a golden 
sun. To create the effect he creates gears and springs to slide parts into place, https:// 
www.instagram.com/p/BplaKDcDgsi/ Another of his creations is a beetle with wings that move to show a 
golden abdomen. A more complicated one has sliding doors and a priest's face turns into a skull. 



Based on these different techniques it seems like we are only limited to our imaginations. Enjoy either 
collecting or creating them.
